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Introduction 


This  volume  is  a supplement  to  the  Bibliographies 
of  New  England  History,  adding  4,231  entries  to  a 
series  that  now  provides  citations  to  nearly 
66,000  books,  dissertations,  pamphlets,  and  magazine 
and  journal  articles.  Readers  can  use  the  present  work 
together  with  Volume  7 (1989;  entry  101  in  this 
volume)  to  obtain  comprehensive  and  up-to-date 
listings  of  writings  on  the  history  of  New  England  as  a 
region  that  have  been  published  since  colonial  times. 
Likewise,  they  can  use  it  in  conjunction  with  the  six 
state  volumes  and  Volume  8 (1989;  entry  102  in  this 
volume)  to  obtain  comprehensive  lists  of  published 
writings  on  any  phase  of  New  England  state  and  local 
history. 

As  in  Volume  8,  additions  and  corrections  to  the 
earlier  bibliographies  have  been  included.  Most  of  the 
entries  in  this  volume,  however,  represent  writings 
that  have  been  published  since  the  completion  of 
Volumes  7 and  8 in  1989. 

The  series,  as  explained  more  fully  in  the 
introductions  to  earlier  volumes,  is  inclusive,  citing 
both  scholarly  and  popular  writings.  Our  goal  is  to 
identify  as  many  writings  as  possible  that  fall  within 
the  editorial  guidelines  of  the  Committee  for  a New 
England  Bibliography  (CNEB)  and  to  make  those 
writings  more  accessible  to  scholars,  students,  and 
general  readers  than  they  otherwise  would  be. 

Editorial  Guidelines 

Under  the  guidelines  for  the  series,  the  writings  listed 
here  were  produced  as  works  of  history  or  contain  a 
significant  historical  dimension.  To  be  considered  as 
history,  rather  than  current  events,  they  must  have 
been  written  at  least  a year  after  the  events  they 


describe.  Also,  they  must  deal  primarily  with  people, 
places,  and  events  within  New  England.  Thus,  the 
combat  experiences  of  the  region's  units  and  soldiers 
in  wars  fought  mainly  in  other  places  are  excluded, 
whereas  historical  writings  about  political  and  social 
conditions  in  New  England  and  any  military  events 
that  may  have  occurred  there  during  the  same  wars 
are  included. 

Certain  categories  of  materials  basically  have  been 
ruled  out  by  our  guidelines.  These  include  almanacs, 
directories,  and  guidebooks;  government  documents; 
historical  articles  published  in  newspapers; 
genealogies;  maps  and  atlases;  works  of  fiction;  and 
juvenile  literature.  Exclusions  are  not  absolute, 
however,  and  although  we  do  not  systematically 
search  any  of  these  categories  of  materials,  we  do 
occasionally  cite  an  item  of  historical  substance  from 
them  that  comes  to  our  attention.  In  the  case  of 
newspapers,  we  list  some  historical  articles,  especially 
articles  in  a series. 


Research  Strategy  and  Procedures 

From  1972  until  1989,  the  CNEB  employed  a full-time 
editor,  based  at  Boston  University.  During  that  initial 
phase  of  the  project,  bibliographies  of  the  six  New 
England  states  were  published,  followed  by  one 
dealing  with  the  history  of  the  region  as  a whole 
(Volume  7)  and  another  updating  the  state 
bibliographies  to  1989  (Volume  8).  With  the 
completion  of  those  last  two  volumes,  the  CNEB 
decided  to  continue  updating  the  series.  To  do  so,  it 
retained  the  same  editor  who  had  been  responsible  for 
Volumes  5 through  8 to  work  on  the  bibliography 
approximately  one  day  a week.  The  present  volume 
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was  compiled  on  that  basis  over  a period  of  nearly  five 
years,  from  the  fall  of  1989  to  the  summer  of  1994. 

The  majority  of  entries  in  Volume  9,  as  throughout 
the  series,  represent  magazine  and  journal  articles.  As  the 
focus  here  is  on  recent  writings,  most  such  entries 
were  found  through  a systematic  search  of  a large  and 
selected  list  of  current  periodicals,  supplemented  by 
the  use  of  a number  of  printed  and  electronic 
bibliographies.  To  the  greatest  extent  possible,  the 
editor  used  the  extensive  periodicals  holdings  of  a 
number  of  libraries  within  a reasonable  distance  of  his 
home  in  northeastern  Connecticut  and  his  primary 
place  of  work,  ProvTdence,  Rhode  Island.  These 
libraries  included  the  Connecticut  Historical  Society 
and  Connecticut  State  Library  in  Hartford,  the 
University  of  Connecticut  in  Storrs,  Eastern 
Connecticut  State  University  in  Willimantic,  Brown 
University  and  the  Rhode  Island  Historical  Society  in 
Providence,  the  American  Antiquarian  Society  in 
Worcester,  Massachusetts,  and  the  Old  Sturbridge 
Village  Research  Library  in  Sturbridge,  Massachusetts. 
Many  other  periodicals,  not  available  in  any  of  those 
repositories,  were  searched  during  visits  to  libraries  in 
other  parts  of  New  Englaiid. 

For  the  books  cited  in  this  volume,  major  collections, 
including  those  of  most  of  tlie  region's  state  historical 
societies  and  some  universities,  were  searched  in  each 
state.  So,  too,  were  the  holdings  of  a number  of 
historical  societies  and  other  libraries  that  collect  for 
geographical  areas  within  their  states.  Among  these 
were  the  New  Haven  Colony  Historical  Society  in 
Connecticut,  which  focuses  on  the  greater  New  Haven 
area;  the  Bethel  Historical  Society  in  Maine  (western 
Maine);  Historic  Deerfield  in  Deerfield  (western 
Massachusetts);  the  Berkshire  Athenaeum  in  Pittsfield, 
Massachusetts  (Berkshire  County);  and  the  Sturgis 
Library  in  Barnstable,  Massachusetts  (Cape  Cod). 

Most  libraries  gave  the  editor  access  to  their  recent 
accessions  records  and  thereby  made  the  task  of 
identifying  recent  publications  much  easier  than  it 
otherwise  would  have  been.  Several,  including  the 
Vermont,  New  Hampshire,  and  Maine  historical 
societies  and  the  Massachusetts  State  Library,  also  sent 
monthly  or  occasional  lists  of  their  recent  accessions. 

In  previous  volumes,  our  book  and  pamphlet  titles 
were  checked  against  the  National  Union  Catalog, 
which  for  recent  years  is  available  only  on  microfiche. 


A symbol  (+)  was  provided  to  indicate  that  further 
information  about  a particular  title,  including  library 
locations  in  addition  to  those  provided  with  our  entry, 
could  be  found  by  consulting  the  NUC.  For  Volume  9, 
we  have  made  similar  use  of  listings  on  Online 
Computer  Library  Center  (OCLC).  OCLC  is  available 
in  many  university  and  other  libraries,  is  easier  to  use 
than  NUC,  and  appears  to  list  recent  publications 
much  sooner.  The  majority  of  book  titles  in  this 
volume  have  been  verified  as  being  listed  on  OCLC 
and  are  identified  by  an  asterisk  (*). 

In  Volumes  7 and  8,  we  began  citing  doctoral 
dissertations  comprehensively  and  masters'  theses 
selectively.  We  have  continued  to  do  so  here,  limiting 
the  masters'  theses  to  Vermont,  the  only  New  England 
state  lacking  a university  with  a Ph.D.  program  in 
history.  Most  of  the  dissertations  cited  in  this  volume 
were  identified  through  a careful  search  of  current 
issues  of  Dissertation  Abstracts  International  (DAI), 
published  monthly  by  University  Microfilms  of  Ann 
Arbor,  Michigan.  Now  available  on  CD-ROM  as  well 
as  in  print,  DAI  lists  dissertations  completed  at  most 
American  universities  and  many  foreign  institutions. 
Wherever  possible,  we  give  the  DAI  citation  so  that 
readers  can  refer  to  the  abstract  for  further  information 
about  the  dissertation  and  for  data  needed  to  order  a 
photocopy  or  microfiche  copy  of  the  dissertation. 

Format  and  Citations 

This  volume,  like  seven  of  the  other  eight  in  the  series, 
is  organized  geographically.  (Volume  7,  the  New 
England  regional  bibliography,  is  arranged  under 
broad  subject  headings.)  A section  of  entries  for  New 
England  is  first,  followed  by  each  of  the  six  states,  in 
alphabetical  order,  with  separate  listings  in  each  case 
for  state,  county,  and  local  entries.  Works  pertaining  to 
more  than  one  town  appear  under  the  appropriate 
county;  those  relating  to  more  than  one  county  are 
included  in  the  state  sections.  "See  also"  references  at 
the  end  of  many  county  and  local  listings  serve  as  a 
guide  to  these  boundary-spanning  materials. 

In  this  volume,  the  city  and  town  sections  list  only 
those  localities  for  which  entries  have  been  recorded. 
Similarly,  the  index  lists  only  places  that  are  the 
subjects  of  entries  and  "see  also"  references.  Readers 
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looking  for  complete  listings  of  cities  and  towns  and 
more  complete  listings  of  other  geographical  names 
should  refer  to  the  individual  state  volumes. 

Under  each  geographical  heading,  entries  are 
arranged  alphabetically,  by  author.  All  works  by  a 
given  author  are  listed  in  alphabetical  order  by  title, 
followed  by  any  titles  by  that  author  and  a 
collaborator.  A dash  at  the  beginning  of  an  entry 
means  that  the  work  was  written  by  the  author  of  the 
preceding  entry.  Authors'  names  are  listed  as  they 
appear  on  title  pages  or  in  Library  of  Congress  or 
OCLC  cataloging.  Thus,  if  the  title  page  provides  only 
a middle  initial,  and  the  middle  name  is  later  found  in 
one  of  these  other  sources,  we  supply  the  middle 
name. 

Author  and  corporate-author  entries  have  been 
preferred  in  most  cases  to  title  entries.  Edited  and 
compiled  works,  however,  are  commonly  given  a title 
entry,  unless  it  is  clear  from  the  text  that  a "compiler" 
should  in  fact  be  regarded  as  an  author.  Otherwise,  the 
editor's  or  compiler's  name  follows  the  title. 

Titles  or  imprints,  when  not  shown  on  the  title  page 
or  verso,  appear  in  brackets.  Where  there  is  more  than 
one  edition,  the  most  recent  or  best  one  is  cited,  and 
the  date  of  the  first  edition,  if  known,  appears  in 
parentheses  after  the  title.  Pagination  indicates  the  last 
numbered  page;  substantial  unnumbered  pages  are 
shown  in  brackets. 

In  this  volume  we  provide  one  library  location  for 
each  book  and  pamphlet  entry  and  for  copies  of 
dissertations  and  theses  owned  by  libraries  other  than 
those  of  the  universities  and  colleges  at  which  they 
were  written.  We  cite  wherever  possible  a major  in- 
state collection.  Other  collections  cited,  in  order  of 
preference,  are  local  in-state  collections;  libraries  in 
other  New  England  states;  the  Library  of  Congress; 
and,  in  a few  cases  where  a work  is  known  to  exist  but 
is  not  known  to  be  in  any  of  the  above  collections, 
another  non-New  England  library.  Standard  library 
symbols  are  used.  For  a list  of  those  cited  in  this 
volume,  see  "Location  Symbols." 

Corrections 

In  cases  where  an  entry  in  a previous  volume 


contained  erroneous  information  or  has  been 
superseded  by  a new  and  revised  edition  of  a work, 
we  provide  a new  entry.  Along  with  the 
bibliographical  data,  we  insert  a note  stating  that  the 
entry  replaces  a particular  citation  in  the  earlier 
volume. 

Index 

The  index  lists  authors,  editors,  and  compilers  and 
also  provides  access  to  scores  of  different  subjects.  It 
lists  place  names  that  are  the  subjects  of  entries  in  this 
volume.  Readers  seeking  additional  information  about 
local  place  names  should  consult  the  indexes  of  the  six 
state  volumes. 
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Future  of  the  Project 

With  the  publication  of  this  volume,  the  updating  of 
the  Bibliographies  of  Neio  England  Histon/  series  begins 
to  approach  the  end  of  the  century.  We  intend  to 
continue  into  the  next  century,  believing  that  that  there 
is  an  ongoing  need  for  the  work  we  are  doing.  We  are 
at  present  exploring  various  options  for  the  future, 
including  possibly  an  electronic  format  and  additional 
bibliographic  projects.

Library  of  Congress 
subject  headings  have  usually  been  preferred.  If  there  is  a bibliography  for  a pirrticulai'  subject,  it  is  listed  as  the  first  subheading  under  that  subject. 
Vital  dates  and  other  data  are  provided  when  needed  to  distinguish  persons  with  identical  names. 

Headings  are  listed  in  word-by-word  rather  than  letter-by-letter  order  (East  Windsor  before  Easthampton).  Corporate  names  divided  by  a period 
(such  as  Connecticut.  State  University)  precede  the  names  of  institutions  and  organizations  not  so  divided  (such  as  Connecticut  Humanities  Council). 

The  only  geographical  names  in  this  index  are  those  that  are  subjects  of  writings  listed  in  the  bibliography.  See  the  six  state  volumes  in  this  series  for 
complete  lists  of  counties,  cities,  and  towns.  The  indexes  to  the  state  volumes  also  identify  a number  of  other  place  names. 

Headings  with  many  entries,  such  as  “Churches,  Congregational,”  are  usually  subdivided  by  states.  In  other  cases,  the  best  way  to  find  material  about 
a particular  subject  in  one  state  or  locality  is  first  to  become  familiar  with  the  range  of  entry  numbers  for  that  state  or  locality.
